The Law Festival. 

- WHEN the Jew rejoices in the Law he does a great deal more 
than pay honour to the written word of the Five Books of Moses. 
He does honour to Law as governing and ordering the Universe, and 
tribute to the Supreme Power regulating all things by system 
and not by haphazard chaos. It is this recognition of an all-per- 
vading Unity that is the distinguishing characteristic of Judaism, 
and thus Simchat Torah expresses in its observance the chief things. 
for which the Jew stands in the world—his Mission to mankind, the 
doctrine which is peculiarly his glorious heritage, and the sense of 
which set the Jewish people apart among the peoples of the earth. 
More and more as the years go on, and as more and more of the 
illimitable wonders of Creation are revealed to us, does the Jewish 
doctrine of the law of Unity become confirmed. The discoveries 
which recent years have seen of the nature of the Atom show that 
the law of being in the most microscopic of entities is identical with 
that in the most illimitable. Creation, life, development, decay and 
death, are common to all; and all in the processes are subject to one 
unvarying law. Nothing is the result of chance, nothing is merely 
haphazard. And to that fact, the basic fact of all philosophy, the 
Jew has always done tribute in proclaiming the Law, and the Unity 
which that. Law teaches. ‘No celebration, then, could more aptly 
wind up the month of Holy Days initiated by the celebration of 
Creation than one joying in the Law, and all that it implies, not for 
the Jew alone, but through the Jew to all mankind. 


The Imperial Conference. 


THE meetings within the next few days of the representatives 
of all the component parts of the Empire will be bound to deal with 


many anxious problems affecting in one way and another some, or ~ 


all, of the States comprised in the great Imperial bond. Among those 
problems we imagine that the future of Palestine, in relation to the 
Jewish people, is likely to find a place. To some parts of the Empire it 
is vital that Great Britain should administer that strategically 
important territory. To others it is equally necessary that the Empire 
should maintain the respect and regard of a particularly sensitive, and 
‘therefore influential, Moslem population. This is not likely to be 
attained by a policy of scuttle applied to Palestine, especially when 
we know the influences that are at work to compel Great Britain's 
Withdrawal, Others again realise the growing urgency of the Jewish 
problem which presents itself to them as it does to men like Lord 
Ropert Czci, who recently declared in regard to Jews: “A nation 
Without ® country of its own is an anomaly, and anomalies 
bring trouble.” ‘That point of view will surely appeal to great 
Commonwealths which have been built up so as to provide 
National Homes, and accounts for the keen interest in the

‘‘ Humility and Religion.” 

Two of our foremost preachers. the Rev. ISIpoRE Harris, Chief 
Minister of the West London Synagogue, and the Rey. Dr. A. 
COHEN, Minister of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation, devoted 
pulpit addresses on the Day of Atonement to the subject of 
Huwility in relation to Religion. Both sermons will be found 
printed in extenso elsewhere in the present issue. Mr. Harris and 
Dr. COHEN envisaged the matter from somewhat different angles. 
The former took a more general view than the latter, while Dr. 
COHEN applied the lesson specifically to the condition of affairs 
which he tells us is to be found in Birmingham Jewry. As to that, 
we would observe in passing that Dr. COHEN has obviously felt com- 
pelled, doubtless as a result of four years’ experience in the position 
he cccupies, to change the opinion he expressed in our columns in 
1919, when he contested the view expressed by one of our contributors 
concerning the exceptional nature of the evil of false pride and 
sncbbery prevailing in the Jewish community of the Midland 
Metropolis. Both Ministers, although, as we say, their view-points 
were not the same, came to an identical conclusion. It is that

We suggest that the Zionist 
Organisation, the body which ultimately must deem itself respons- 
ible for all things connected with Jewish Palestine, should very 
carefully fake into consideration what means can be brought to 
bear, so as to prevent the evils at which we have hinted arising 
from this multiplicity of funds and public appeals on their behalf.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


The of Policy. 


By Menror. 


O place Zionist policy in an altogether new light after 
more than five years of tle debate and discussion, the 


explanation and exposition that followed its initiation, is 
something of a remarkable performance. It has been 
accomplished with no little distinction by Mr. J. de V. Loder in a 
book by him, published by Messrs, George Allen and Unwin, Ltd., 
andentitled “The Truth about Mesopotamia, Palestine, and Syria.” 
As will be gathered from its name, Mr. Loder’s volume deals with 


a good deal more than with the Zionist policy, which was launched 


by the Balfour Declaration. But to that the average Jewish 
reader will necessarily be chiefly attracted in his book. And the 
author has succeeded in presenting it to us not as many have 
been wont to regard it, as something isolated and standing 
by itself. He shows it to us in its setting as part of a com- 
plicated and complex patchwork which forms the Near East policy 


conceived by Great Britain and which, subsequently, influenced and 


modified by that of other Nations, ROseoly France, became adopted 
by the Powers. 


* * * 

The Zionist policy embodied in the Mandate is thus seen 
to be not a single definite determination. It is one incidental 
to and dependent upon a congeries of political considerations. These 
Mr. Loder sets forth with remarkable poise and commendable clarity. 
And although he is brought to the conclusion that Zionism involved 
Great Britain in a promise to the Jews totally inconsistent with 
that made by it to the Arabs, although, too, he seems to be of opinion 
that the pursuance of the Zionist policy is not in accordance 
with the logic of the provisions of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations, it is difficult to see how by his own showing 
this country could possibly have maintained its position 
in the Near East without it. In other words, Mr. Loder’s 
account of the Genesis of Zionist policy surely proves that if 
at the break-up of the Turkish Empire, in the course of the war, there 
had been no Zionist Movement (or no Jewish People) Great Britain’s 
interests in the Near East must have suffered a bad set-back, if not 


an entire collapse. So that the Balfour Declaration, with its 


consequentialities, has to be viewed, if itis to be viewed correctly, 
from .a wide aspect; at least it should be by Englishmen 
and by those who favour British interes‘s as well as British influence 
in the part of the world of which Palestine is the decisive territory. 


Zionist policy must be regarded not from the angle of the difficulties 


and troubles and anxieties that appear to be a result of it, or even that 


it may cause in the future, but from that of the part it has played 


and is playing, and still more in the future will yey | in preserving 
this country’s prestige in the Near East.

Our author sums up the motives which inspired the Balfour | 


Declaration and Great Britain’s support of Zionism thus: 


The participation of Tarkey in the war provided the opportunity 
for the realisation of many political aspirations. Syria was ecar- 
marked by France to be her own exclusive sphere of interest. Great 


Britain was anxious to consolidate her position in the Persian Gulf— . 


important in relation to India. She was able to strengthen her hold 
on the Suez Canal, bat she did not want to see France her neighbour 
in Palestine. Hence the creation of a British preserve to include the 
Bay of Acre, having regard to the passing of Alexandretta into 
French hands and the possibility of losing Cyprus to Greece. Hence

Zionism, however, provided an opportunity for an even more 
advantageous arrangement. Apart from the question of abstract 


justice and its bearing on a solution of the Jewish problem asa whole, 


Zionism offered certain definite advantages to Great Britain. There 
was the chance of an alliance with the international force of Jewry 
which the circumstances of the war made specially attractiveand which 
might survive as of permanent value, and there was the chance of intro- 
ducing a Jewish element into Palestine, bound by ties of gratitude to 
Great Britain, which would turn Palestine into an advanced bastion 
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Zionist Movement, that there is nothing scttalans in Zionist policy 

How ridiculous becomes the contention of thoso who would see in it’ 
all (and wish others to see that and nothing else), only a philan- 

thropic venture. for settling equally 
egregiously denominated ° Palestine-minded ” (whatever the 
expression means)—Jewsin Palestine! From whatever point of view 
we regard it, the political nature of the Balfour Declaration and 
the Mandate becomes palpably obvious when we see Zionist policy 
in its surrounding setting as Mr. Loder presents it, And when this 
ig realised the unfortunate part which Jewry in almost every 


section in varying degrees has played in the matter becomes at once 
apparent, 


For, to all intents and purposes, there was no political capacity to 
be found in Jewry; or at least there appears to have been no-one able 
to recognise accurately the political situation that had arisen and to 
utilise it to the best political advantage of the Jewish people. The 
leadership of the Zionist Movement itself was in the hands of a 
man ‘who, it is abundantly clear now that we have Mr. Loder’s 
book, must all along have been absolutely bereft of the least political 
sense. To be sure, he envisages the Jewish future in Palestine as 
a National one. But heis imbued with the doctrine of ‘‘ Achad 


-Ha’am,”’ which elects a merely cultural method for obtaining what — 


is conceived as, not as what in fact it must be, a political end, buta 
cultural evolution. Perhaps it is by this divorce of the Jewish 
people from the realities of their position, their loss through 
centuries of oppression and suppression, of the political energy which 
to all other peoples is as the breath of their National life, that wa 
have to account for the condition of Zionism, for the state of affairs 
in Palestine to-day, as well as for the attitude of Jewry as a whole 
towards the Jewish future in that country. 
| * 

When in some future generation Jews come to read Mr. 
Loder’s book, they will surely feel appalled at the oppor-. 
tunities that have been allowed to slide, which the political 
conditions out of which the Balfour Declaration and the 


Mandate became evolved, presented to the Jewish people. They 


will be appalled to think that the leader of the Jewish National 
Movement so utterly misread both the chances that fate 
provided for him and the true needs of Jewry, as virtually to fling 
away such opportunities as came to the Jewish people in 1917 and 
seldom recur in the history of any nation. The wonder will 
surely express itself too that a Jewish High Commissioner's first 
anxiety should be not to utilise for the sake of his feilow-Jews 
political opportunities that gave him means in that direction, that 
throughout our long history had hitherto fallentono man. Andtha 


wonder will increase when it is recollected that the High Com- 


missioner was well versed in politics, and yet was unable (or unwilling) 
to adapt a political position of enormous value to Jewish needs and 
Jewish strivings. Reading Mr. Loder’s book, the tantalising nature 
of it all becomes vivid. ‘The means for slaking the National 
thirst of two thousand years was there. The capacity to drink of the 
ample waters that were actually brought to us was alas! nowhere. 
Mr. Loder, however, has himself no doubt about the Zionisi Move- 
ment being a political one,—that or nothing. ‘The idea of 
the Jewish State,” he says, after recapitulating the. official 
utterances as to the recognition of Zionisim as a piece of abstract 
justice, “the idea of a Jewish State is repudiated, though it is diffi- 
cult to see how the success of Zionism could be prevented from 
ultimately bringing this solution into prominence and make ita 
demand difficult to resist.”

The central idea of'a National Home for the Jews in Palestine is 
the right of Jews to settle there without restriction of immigration, 
other than may be imposed by the capacity of the couutry to absorb 

them, and the right to be treated there on the game-footing as the 
existing inhabitants, Since the existing inhabitants object and claim 

the right to admit or exclude Jews as their own national prerogative, 
it is necessary for the Mandatory Power, namely, Great Britain, to 
adopt a policy of what is tantamount to coercion. The only justifica- 
tion fcr sucha policy would seem to lle in the assertion that the 
conscience of the world demands that this experiment should be 
made as an attempt to solve the Jawish problem as a whole, and as 
an act of abstract justice to the Jews, [am far from satisfled thaé 
this is the case, especially when I see such countries as Canada, the 
United States, and Australia most emphatically claiming the right to 
admit or exclude from their territories whomsoever thoy please. 


But surely Mr. Loder ought to recognise a difference he appears 


utterly to have ignored. The countries to which he alludes do nog 
claim the right to exclude from their territories would-be immigrants 
because they are Jews—no country does—but that is what the Arabs 
suggest they should have the righ? to do in Palestine. 

This does not purport to be a review of Mr. Loder's moaf, 
attractive volumes. My object is rather to direct attention to it in 
the hope that it may be widely and carefully read. Indeed, now 
that the book is published, it is safe to say that no ome can possess 


a clear and full idea of Zionist policy and its implications withoué

Is There a Divine Sense of Humour ? 


The Dead Hand of “ Decorum.”

This is not irreverence, though the shallow may think go. 
serious, and inspired by a serious purpose. Now in my humble opiniog 
there is a Divine sense of humour, Mankind is humorous (consciously 
or unconsciously)—and it is made in the image of God! We cannog 
imagine a Heine, an Aristophanes, a Rabelais, a Shakespeare, a Charleg 
Chaplin—if you will permit of his inclusion—without assuming a Diving 
Humour is an essential part of the world’s make Up, 
It is more—it is the galt of life, and life is from Heaven! The ancients 
spoke of “ the laughter of the gods.” Moses was indulging in subtle iron 
—which is a species of humour—when he pointed te his discontented 
Jewish people, and asked “ Wherefore hast Thou afflicted thy servant? 
. «+ « that Thou layest the burden of all these people upon me? Haye 
I conceived all this people? Have I begotten them?” Heine, the 
so-called “German Aristophanes,” humbly acknowledged the superiority 
of “the Aristophanes of Heaven,” and bowed before Him in the dust, 
recognising “ how miserably far behind Him” he came in humour, 

Personally, from the first time I heard of the third plaguo~ 
which is now a very long time ago, I am sorry to say—I was struck 
with its humour. Fancy at a given moment hundreds of thousands of 
Egyptians—King, Counsellors, Priests, men, women, young and old—all 
suddenly experiencing a “creepy” feeling. Egypt shouted defiance. It 
challenged the great Power, and, for punishment, was—scratched, 
What a stroke of scornful irony by the Divine jester! The retort con. 
temptuous! No thunderbolts, no earthquakes, or flames, or upheavals, 
but— just lice! Even to-day I recapture some of the boyish mirth 
which I enjoyed when I first heard that story. Tutankhamen, to me, 
means just—lice! 

_ I will go a step further and say, that were it not for the humour in 
this fanny old world, man himself would have escaped from it by 
suicide, and the Deity could hardly have tolerated it so long! I will say 
nothing of the absurd little causes which for centuries have driven men 


to death’s grips. | 


The Germans and French and Italians and Croats, 
Kverlastingly flying at each other’s throats. 


Wars are tragic—but, in the cold light of history, ridiculous! ‘You 


cannot uu-pull a man’s nose,” it has been said. And you cannot J 


un-make wars. There they are, in the pages of history, with all their 
grotesque little causes, their family squabbles and popinjay German 
Emperors-—and now made more ridiculous still, as a soldier in the !ast 
war refiected, by the condemnation of men to hide from one another 
in holes in the earth, for months and years on end! But if we could 
have seen the absurdity of it all at the time would these wars have 
occurred? . . . 

As a matter of fact, men do sometimes get near to an inkling of 
this theory. They long since detected a smile on the face of the man 
in the moon! At this distance it is only a smile—but if we could 
be shot, as some scientists want, to the pale. disc, though 
we might not die of shock, we .chould be deafened by tha 
laughter of the man in the moon! Fancy looking down on our 
economic system—which gives the rewards of life not to moral worth, 
hard toil, and intellectual quality, but to slimness and “push”~ 
and not laughing! Imagine the man in the moon catching sight 
of a meeting of the Board of Deputies—and not enjoying the fun! 
That “man” has seen Spinoza at work on his lenses, and the Jewish 
and other nowveaua-riches riding in their luxurious motor-cars dow: 
Maida Vale. He can watch, day by day, the airs of the modern “busf 
ness man ”"—or those who plume themselves on being such. Naturally 
there is a smile on his face. The world is full of the comic clement 
That, I say, is why it is allowed to go on, 

Of course there is an occasional gesture of impatience. The world is 
Hence the earthquake in Japan—where an eastera 
people is for ever trying to change its skin and pose as western.

And now for the serious or rather the material point in the 
reflections. Life, being full of humour, why are our religio 
services so determipedly humourless? People talk of empty syna- 
gcgues and churches, They are empty because of the monotonous and 
insufferable solemnity of the services. 


This bated breath, this sagt 


attitude, these piteous tones, this endless music in the minor note, th 


accents of abashed and abject misery—can they be expected, in all theif 
invariable and interminable sameness, to “hold” the human being, whd 
likes brightness more than sameness, humour as well as tragedy? 
| DECORUM IS KILLING THE SYNAGOGUES. 
The reformers, with curious fatuity, prescribe more decorum—and 
solemnity—for the disease of bench-emptiness, and we see the result ! 
The Orthodox are going the same way. When I wasa youngster tha 
people just shouted the O-Shamnu, on Yom Kippur, and suited 
the action to the word with self-punchings of more or less vigour 
They meant it—and it thrilled me. Now, in the Hampstead 
Synagogue, there is very little self-administered punishment, and the 


O-Shamnu is sung by the Chazan and Choir in a soft tone, which fre-. 
quently dies away to an absurd and almost inaudible whisper. Is that 


really, the. 
6 Chassidim with their dancing were infinitely nearer the truth. 
Did not David dance before the Lord I wish I Chasid. . 

Happily, the circuits of ‘the synagogue on Simchath Torah are still 
left to us. But why have they ceased to shower down chocolates from the 
ladies’ gallery—and what is becoming of the prettily li¢ Succah in the 
back garden—a splash of colour in millions of drab Jewish lives? 

I can hear cynics exclaiming: “ What is it you want—a jazz band?" 
Well, a jazz band might not be worse than some of the synagogue 
choirs I have heard in my day. But that is not part of this parable. 
What I am pleading for is a brighter, less rigid, and more 
human approach to the Divine throne. I don’t want to be perpetually 


pulling a long face, and whining rhymes about my mortal, animal frailty: 


I want to be happy, smile, laugh even, in Synagogue. Elijah, on Mount 
Carmef, made rare fun of Baal and his prophets. ie knew the valuo 
humour as & means of human appeal! Spurgeon, le Havdil, knew it too— 
and he drew and influenced an enormous following. Why cannot othe 
preachers play with more emotions than fear or self-depreciation? 
umour is not disrespect. Humour is real reverence !

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Humility and Religion. 


(1.)—By tHe Rev. ISIDORE HARRIS, M.A.* 
The text of this discourse will be found in this morning’s Prophetical 
Reading—the 57th chapter of Isaiah, the 15th verse: “Thus saith the 


high and lofty One who is enthroned in eternity and whose name is holy: I 
dwell in the high and holy place, and with him also that is of a contrite 


and humbte spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble, yea to revive the heart 


of the contrite.” 


This remarkable passage exhibits two opposite aspects of the Divine 
nature. The great God is far removed from us mortals, yet He is very 
nearto us. Heis unapproachable, nevertheless He is to be found in the 
recesses of men’s hearts. He is a transcendental God, high above the 
earth and the loftiest heights—but iHe is also an immanent God, who 
makes His dwelling with the penitent and humble. This is one of many 
sublime utterances in Scripture which depict the Almighty as showing a 
special regard for that which is lowly and insignificant. Our Rabbinical 
teachers were greatly impressed with this fact of the Divine condescen- 
sion, and they taught that wherever we read of God’s greatness there 
also we are told of His humility. He chose Sinai as the scene of Revela- 


_ tion because it was the lowliest of the mountains. He revealed Himself 


to Moses in the hnmblé bush rather than in the high and stately trees. 
And again they point out that the Divine Presence shuns the proud man. 
They imagine God saying of such a man: ‘‘He and I cannot dwell 
together in the same world.” Humility and contrition—that is the 
fundamental note of this day’s solemnities. It is for that purpose that 
we have come togcther—to humble ourselves before God,and to stir 
within us those penitent feelings which flow from a sentiment of lowly 
dependence ona Higher Power. Let us, then, devote this closing hour 


to a consideration of the virtue of humility. in its various bearings upon 


life of the soul, and let us see how if lies at the heart of true. religion. 
Let us enquire to what extent we are lacking in this virtue. And may 


_ the result of our reflections be such as to lead us to the cultivation of a 
_ more bumble disposition and a consequent regeneration of the religious 


life 
The Meaning of Humility. 
What do we mean by humility? We mean a deepsense of our insig- 


nificance in the presence of infinite greatness, in comparison with the 


might and majesty of Heaven. The humble man is not satisfied to 
compare himself with other men, to whom he may possibly be superior, 


He has another standard of comparison. He measures himself against 


the Divine power and excellence, an@ from this standard he falls 
immeasurably short. He realises that’ he is as nothing compared with 
the greatnest of God. And when he examines his supposed virtues in 
the pure light of divine holiness, he sees himself destitute of merit and 
full of failings and frailties. The recognition of these facts is but another 
name for Religion.. Thetruly.-humble man.is necessarily a religious man. 
Conversely, the absence of religion results from the indulgence of pride 
and presumption. The'prond person isso self-satisfied that he feels he 
can do without religion, Practically he resolves to live his life indepen- 
dently of God. In.effect.he declares that: he owes respect to no one and 


nothing but himself, The religious man recognises that he is created in 


the divine image. But this recognition is not calculated to make him 
anything but humble, for along with the thought goes that of immeasur- 


able distance which separates the image from its Creator. “My God,” 


we pray in our daily prayer; “the soul which thou hast given me 
is pure.” And the idea of the soul’s primitive purity necessarily 
reminds us of the sins by” which we’ sully its purity, of the impaired 


- condition in which» we restore: it: te its’ Giver: when we go hence. 


Therefore our belief in the likemess-of human nature to the Divine should 
be one source of our humility, On -the.other hand, the more humble a 
man is, the readier he is to acknowledge his nothingness, the brighter 


shines forth the image of Ged within» him. To walk humbly is itself a — 


virtue, but to walk humbly. with God is to live a life of constant com- 
munion with the highest which.raises a man to heavenly heights of 
endeavour and achievement. Thecorn bends it head when full of ripe 
grain, The more we ripen to excellence the humbler we shall become. 
Without humility no soul ever turns to God, and without humility religious 
progress is impossible. Pride is‘ the destruction of the principle of 
progress. It whispers to us continually that we are already all that could 
be desired. | | |

| Materialism of the Prosperous Jew. 

But, as we all know, pride and prosperity so often run in harness, and 
it is among the prosperous classes that the absence of religion is most 
noticeable. It is the successful man. who, in the language of 
Deuteronomy, is most inclined to forget God, and to say: “My 
power and the might of my hand hath gotten: me all _ this.” 
That is why we have se much occasion to deplore the. materialism 
of the prosperous Israelite. Itiea phenomenon too general to escape 


of Jewish assertiveness. There is a type of Jew who loves to flaunt his 
wealth in the sight of others, and who, to some extent certainly, is 
responsible for the dislike in which weare held. ButI am particularly con 
cerned to-day to note how the pride of prosperity manifests itself in the 
Jewish attitude to religion. We have to deplore the loss of interest on 
the part of the wealthy and upper classes in congregational and com- 
munal affairs, a decline among them of Jewish culture, the growth of 
mixed marriages, and a general tendency to assimilation which is 
impoverishing the life-blood of Anglo-Jewry. As in the days of old, it 


Who made him, and contemned the rock of his salvation.” It is difficult 
to explain on any other ground why our places of worship should be so 
empty during the greater part of the year. Lamnotthinking of those who 
are absolutely prevented by the claims of business from attending worship 
on the Sabbath, who depend largely on that day for the bread they have to 
earn for themselves and their families. But I have in mind those at the 
other end of the social scale, who are so fortunately placed that there is 
very little to debar them from joining in Israel's worship ona Friday even- 
ing or a Saturday morning. It must be pride that keeps them away. — 
They would seem to think—forgive my plain speaking-—that it would 
derogate somehow from their social position if they joined their fellow- 
Jews in worship from week to week. If they pay a condescending visit 
to thie place two or three times a year, that is about all that can be 


mind of these people—their conscious or their unconscious mind—and to 
discover the: reason of their abstention. They.are lacking in humility. 
They are so well-off, so highly placed, so intellectualiy or socially 
eminent, that they feel they can afford to dispense with religion. Regular 
religious exercises are all very well for the poor and the ignorant, who — 
need these things to keep them straight: they are intended for insignifi- 

cant people who have nothing better todo. And so they gradually drift 
from the old moorings, and become lost to us. Andthey are those whom 
we can least afford to lose, who could do so much for us, whocould set 
such a splendid example of devoted service by which everyone wonld 
benefit. Many people excuse themselves from attending public worship 
on the ground that the service does not appeal tothem. They find fault 
with this, that, and the other detail. But, my friends, this very critical- 
ness on their part argues a want of humility. They feel themselves 80 
supefior that they desire a something to meet their wishes which is 
practically unattainable. In a more lowly’frame‘of mind they would feel 
the need-of regular: communion with their Maker, and regular instruction 
in the truths of the Jewish faith. On every page of the Jewish ritual and 
Bible they would discover something that touches their daily lives to finer 
issues. Looking tothe services for spiritual help, they ‘would not be dis- 
appointed. They would find what they seek—satisfaction, edification, in- 
struction. But I must not exaggerate. I must beware of generalising too 
widely. There are exceptions to the state of things I have been describing. 
There are many good Jews and Jewesses, devoted members of this and 
other congregations, who set a very different example. Distinguished as 
they are in different walks of life, they are no less conspicuous in their 
attachment to their ancestral faith. Amidst all their social splendours 
they preserve the heart of a child. By the simplicity of their demeanour 
they serve to illustrate the fact that the hall-mark of true greatness is 
bumility. 


The Message of Yom Kippur. 


The het couples together humility and contrition, and the con- 
nection petweee notwe states of feeling is self-evident. We must be 
humble: before we can feel contrition for our sins. Arrogance and 
penitence are incompatible. The heart which is inflated with pride is 
insensible to a-recognition of ite faults, The haughty person ig supremely 
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satisfied with himself. Pride whispers to him continually that ho is all 
that can bs desired. What need, then, of self-abasoment? But the object 
of our Atonement liturgy is to make us feel distrustful of ourselves 
It is full of reminders of our nothingness and unworthiness. It rebukes. 
every manifestation of pride. It proclaims: “O my God, I stand before 
thee in shame and confusion, for I know that great as thou art in thy 
majesty, so utterly weak and vile am I; that exalted as thou art in thine 
omnipotence, so feeble and insignificant am I; and that even as thou art 
perfect, so am I faulty and deficient. Iam bat a clod, a worm, dust of 
the ground, a creature fu'l of shame, a fleeting shadow, a passing wind 
that returneth not.” And the very institution of a fast is intended to 
bring us to this lowly frame of mind by showing us what poor creatures 
we are, how utterly dependent on regular sustenance, how a few extra 
hours of abstinence from food reduces us to a distressful condition and 
a state of weakness. Therefore the Day of Atonement has no mossags 
for the proud. It can only speak to the contrite and lowly in spirit. Its 
purpose, in the words of our text, is “to revive the spirit of tho humbie 
and to comfort the heart of the penitent.” It is concerned with the soul's 
progress towards a higher state of perfection, and, as I have said, there 
can be no progress where there is no humility. tied 
Isaiah’s Atonement homily is based on this idea, that the purpose of 
such a fast is to break down our stubborn pride, and inculcate lessons of 
humility and simplicity. And as part of this teaching he refers towards 
the close of his oration to the honouring oftheSabbath. In honouring the 
Sabbath we express our dependence on Almighty God. We openly 
acknowledge Him as the creator and the dispenser of our lives, to whom 
time and all else belongs. Butif we wantonly desecrate the Sabbath, if 


wo refuse to set aside a day of the week for religious purposes, to that | 


extent we disown God’s sovereignty, we substitute pride for humility, 
and show ourselves arrogant and self-sufficient. 

With these thoughts in our minds let us go to our concluding service, 
which shows us as perhaps no other service in the liturgy what poor, 
sinful mortals we are, and how utterly dependent on the divine mercies. 
Let us lay our Neilah petitions before the throne of gracein all humility 
and sincerity. We shali not be sent empty away. The drooping spirit 
will be revived by the inpouring of the divine spirit, the heart of the 


contrite will be gladdened by the consciousness of the divine pardon. 


Healing and comfort, this is what the long day of austerity and prayer 
will bring to the afflicted soul, as the shadows of night close in upon us, 
- and we feel ourselves to be at peace with our conscience, at peace 
with God!

If we have come into the house of God to-day, not from habit and as 

a matter of annual routine, but in response to the call of Faith, then one 
of the eniotions which must dominate us throughoui the Yom Kippur is 
humility. Unless we areina humble frame of mind, and appear before 
our God with hearts sobered by contrition, we may fast and we may 
pray—but our observance of the most sacred occasion in the year 
will bo in vain. Judaism bids us feel that we are in the presence 
of the supreme Judge of the Universe; and the proper attitude 
‘before the Judge is self-abasement. A sensation of insignificance 
must possess us when we contemplate ourselves in true perspec- 
tive—finite human beings over against the ineffable majesty of the 

Infinite and Eternal! There then come home to usthe expressive words 

of the Psalmist, “ When I behold thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, 

the moon and the stars, which thou hast established; what is man, that 

thou art mindful of him? And the son of man, that thou thinkest of 

him?” Separated as we are for the time being from the world, where all 

sorts of artificial divisions and distinctions prevail among mon and women, 

meditating upon things spiritual and not material, our vision becomes 

Clarified, and we are able to see ourselves as we are, and not as we wish 
others to see us. Through the purer medium created in the place of 
worship, we must surely find little or nothing to glory in, and much to 

make us humble. | 
Man's Dependenc?.

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of sadness is constantly struck throu gh reflection on our utter worthleas- 
ness. Here are two passages which are typical: “O, my Ged, before I 
was formed I was nothing worth, and now that [ have been formed, I am 
but as though I had not been formed. Dust am Tin my life; how much 


more soin my death. Behold Iam before Thee like a vessel filled with 
shame and confusion.” Likewise at each of the services which make up 
our day of prayer, we exclaim, ‘What are we? Whatisour life? What 
our piety? What our righteousness? What our salvation? What our 
strength? Whatour might? What sball we say before thee, 0 Lord our 
God and God of our fathers? Are not all the mighty ones as naught 
before thee, and men of fame as though thoy were not, wise mcn as it 
they wore without knowledge, and men of understanding as though they 
were vold of discretion? For the multitude of their works is emptiness, 
and the days of their lifa are vanity before Thee, and the pre-eminence 
of man over beast is nought, for all is vanity.” 

Thus, deliberately, Judaism aims at inducing a humble spirit in our 
hearts to-day ;,and if it succeeds, the day has not been wasted. There 
is no greater virtue than meekness, as there is no more serious fault than 
false pride. ertain it is that Judaism does not seek to fill us with 
humility for twenty-four bours only; its ultimate purpose is to make 
humbleness of heart and mind a fixed element in our ethical composition. 


Its desire is that the humble mood may persist with us after this day has — 


passed ; because, as our Rabbis emphatically deciare, the proud man is 


man, in whom a spirit of pride dwells, is as though he served idols.” _

Knowledge and Learning. 


That we may be helped in our endeavour to experience self-abase- 
ment on this solemn fast-day, letus apply ourselves to the utterance of 
the prophet which is our text 1MADnD ODN Sonr SN“ Let not the wise 
man glory in his wisdon.” He wil! scarcely wish to do so, if ho is truly a 
wise man. Intellect is a precious gift from God; no individual is 


personally responsible for his mental endowment. It was bestowed upon 
him, whether ho desired it or not; so why should he boast of it? If he 
has made a fine use of his intellectual gift, he deserves praise; but even 
then, he is not justified inindulgingin pride. For whatever knowledge he 


has accumulated is bu’ an infinitesimal fraction of the vast realm which 


he has left untouched. In fact, as somebody truly said, “All that one can 
learn after a long life of persistent study is how much he has yet to | 
learn.” Knowledge should create a feeling of humbleness; because it is 


only when we dig beneath the surface of superficial learning that we 


obtain an idea of the bottoniless pit which yawns below. When someone 
praised Sir Isaac Newton for his great contributions to scientific know- 
ledge, he replied, “ Alas! I am only like a child picking up pebbles on the 
shore of the great ocean of truth.” Think of the giant intellects which 
appeared in the course of history; you will find them in men who were 
exceptionally meek, and who spoke with hesitation on the deep problems 
of life about which the half-educated person is ready to talk so glibly. 
Moser, who spake with God face to face, was a meek man. Hillel, the 
greatest of all the Rabbis, was so meek, that his humility became prover- 
bial. No, the wise man dogs not glory in his wisdom. 


iain “ Neither let the mighty man glory in his 
might,” proceeds the prophet. We need not stop long over this phrase ; 
it is so obviously true. How can the strong man giory in his strength? 
For can he guarantee his existence during a single hour? The human — 
being is a fragile thing, whose life always hangs on a thread which may 
be snapped at any moment. We have too many reminders about us of 
the insecurity of the tenure of our existence to boast of cur vigour and 
vitality. 
7 Riches to be Nobly Used. 


mwya bx “Let not the rich man glory in his riches,” 
so the text continues. These words strike home more closely, and 
demand fuller consideration. The most frequent cause of pride is riches, 
especially newly acquired riches. The person, who has all his lifetime 
been wealthy, does not give himself undue airs and force his wealth upon 
the notice of other people by his atrocious manners, Only the parvenu 
is ostentatious; and thatis precisely why the rich Jew is often outrageously 
ostentatious. He is unaccustomed to prosperity. Woe may be ono of the 
oldest races in the world; but we are the newest-rich among the new-rich 
peoples. We have only to go back a generation or two to seek for very 
humble origins of our modern Jewish magnates. For any Jew to give 
himself undue airs because he has prospered is the height of stupidity. 
Our fathers or our grandfathers—in very few instances need we go further 


_ back—were all poor, struggling emigrants to this country. We need not 


feel ashamed of them. They were finer, more manly, types than their 
descendants who wish to biot out their memory |! 

If our riches are an inheritance, in what is there to glory? We have 
no right to boast of what we are not responsible for. None of us had the 
choice of our parents or wealthy relatives! On the other hand, if we 
have prospered as the result of our own labour, then let us keepin mind 
the words which Moses addressed to our ancestors, “ Beware, lest thou 
forget the Lord thy God, in not keeping His commandments, and His 
ordinances, and His statutes, which I command thee this day; lest when 
thou hast eaten and art satisfied, and hast built goodly houses, and dwelt 


therein; and when thy herds and thy flocks multiply, and thy silver 


and thy gold is multiplied, and all that thou hast is multiplied; then thy 
heart be lifted up, and then forget the Lord thy God, who brought thee 
forth out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage . . . and 
then sayin thy heart: ‘My power and the might of my hand hath gotten 
me this wealth.’ But thou shalt remember the Lord thy God, for it is 
He that giveth thee power to get wealth.” If one has grown rich by 
adopting questionable methods, his wealth is a badge of shame; and to 
show pride in such circumstances is nothing more than the folly of pro- 
claiming one’s own disgrace. Should, however, prosperity be ours 
honestly, we are bidden to regard our riches as a gift from God, and. 
therefore as something to be put toa wise and noble use. 

But from whatever source riches be derived, there is one thought 
which shou'd preciude their possessor from indulging in false pride. 
Human life is a brief interval between two eternities. We flit across the 
stage of this world and pass away into the unseen. We may be doubtful 
as to what awaits us after we have taken our departure ; but of this w® 
Cau be perfectly certain, we shall not carry away with us any of our 
possessions. The Rabbis have pointed out that when a child is bora, its 
hands are tightly clenched, as though it felt that it held the world, with 
all the vast potentialities of life, within its grasp. But at death the 
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hands are open and the empty palms showing—a silent, but eloquent, 
reminder that we have nothing at al). 3 


A Legend. 


The same all-important lesson was taught by the Rabbis in a legend 


which they tell concerning Alexandra the Great, the famous king of 


Macedon, who made himself master of the then known world. Hewasa 


constant wanderer, and it is related that on one of his journeys he followed 
the course of a river, the waters of which tasted peculiarly sweet, until it 
led him to the gates of heaven. He knocked sharply on the portals, and in 
his commanding voice expressed a desire to be admitted. The request 
was refused; and after persisting for a considerable time, and finding his 


threats and entreaties of no avail, he begged that he be given a keepsake, ~ 


a memento which he could show to his friends when he returned home 
as proof that be had advanced as far as the heavenly portals. A packet 
was thrown to him ; and a voice announced to Alexander that it contained 
something which would teach him wisdom ; but he was not to open the 
packet until he had reached bis native land. Immediate'y on his return 
to his palace, he summoned his friends and courtiers, related his adventure, 
and produced the packet which had been given him. On opening it, he 
found nothing more than a piece of bone. He flung it away in disgust ; 
but one of his attendants, who understood its significance, asked to be 


allowed to show the king what an extraordinary thing that bone was. He 


produced a pair of scales, and after placing the bone on one pan, he 
requested the king to heap gold on the other. Alexander did so; and 
to bis astonishment, the pan with the bone descended, as though 
it outweighed the precious metal. More and more gold was heaped 
upon the scale ; but lower and lower fell the bone. “Can nothing 
be made to’ outweigh it?” exclaimed the king in amazement. 


.Then the attendant took a handful of earth and scattered it over the bone, 


Immediately the gold sank on the scale, and the other pan ascended. 
What does it mean?” asked Alexander. Then the attendant explained 
that the bone was a piece of a human skull which enclosed the eye. The 
eye coveted gold and more gold. It never reached satisfaction, and 
nothing outweighed its desire; until it was deposited in the grave and 
was covered with earth—then only did gold cease to have any value for it. 

The human being may exist for only a brief while on earth ; for all 
that, we are creatures of eternity. For that reason does the prophet 


exhort us not to glory in those things which have utility only so long as- 
- weare here. Wisdom, might, wealth—these are meaningless terms the 
moment our eyes close in the sleep of death. What alone we can glory | 


in is the knowledge of. God and the performance of His will. Mercy, 


justice, righteousness—when we acquire these spiritual treasures and 


cherish them during our lifetime, they accompany us in our journey into 
the beyond. In these possessions we may rightly giory, and their 
acquisition should be our aim. : 

This teaching of the prophet should gain an ascendancy in our minds 
on this sacred day. It should elevate and purify the motives which 
actuate our life; but in addition, it should make us understand the folly 
of cur boasting of those things which have so transitory a value. Butis 


it not unhappily true that our pride is in these material possessions ? 


And does not this pride pervert cur whole outlook on life? Does.it not 
create artificial barriers between class and class which prevent harmony 


. and solidarity from prevailing among us? Does it not make for division : 


where there should be unity ? , 
Birmingham Jewry. 


I am always loth to admit that any Jewish community in this 
country has the monoply of any particular faulé. I have no doubt that 


the false pride, with its consequsnt evils, of which I have been speaking, 


_ existseverywhere. But I do feel justified in making the statement that 
I bave never experienced it in so intensified a form and so widespread as _— 


as in Birmingham. It did not take moe very long after my settlement 
here to discover one of the main causes for the weakening of Jewish life, 
in all its aspects, in this city—itis the fact that our community here is 
divided into what I have often called water-tight compartments.” There 


is asystem of caste in this community almost as strict as in India. 


Innumerable divisions exist—geographical and social—so that we are only 
a collections of fragments, nota united whole. Desirable and necessary 
schemes have resulted in failure instead of success, because the sects will 


- hot mingle and work together for the common good. Each small self- 


contained body looks with resentment upon the other small self-contained 
bodies which are supposed to stand on a bigher rung of the ladder, and look 
down with contempt upon those whoare on alowerrung. | | | 

Not only is this caste-system mischievous and senseless, but it is 
evidence of a petty mind. From the base level some people are taller 
than others; but look down upon them from a height, and the differences 
are no longer apparent. Were we to contemplate life and our fellow- 


creatures from a bigh plane, the trivial distinctions which some of us deem 


of such importance that they create of them impassible barriers—these. 
trivial distinctions would no longer be noticeable. Likewise to men and 
women of meek spirit, who are but too conscious of their limitations, their 
superiority over their fellow-men ceases to obtrude itself upon their mind. 
Especially to-day, when we present ourselves before the mercy-seat of 
God, humble in our petition for atonement and pardon, we are all on one 
level. Death has been described as the great leveller; andit is indeed 
such. But when we live aright, when the light of God illumines our 
path, our humility is likewise a great leveller. It dees not hide from us 
the fact that other people may have imperfections from which we are 
free; but it creates within us the desire to help them and raise them. 
That feeling is an impetus towards sociability, not its opposite. | 
Surely to-day, when we are assembled as children of the same race, 
pouring out our plea for mercy to the one heavenly Father, we must feel 
that the same blood runs in our veins, wherever be the land of our birth, 
and whatever be our fortunes. We all belong to the same family ; we are all 
brothers and sisters. We all proclaim God to-day as I.AN “our Father” ; 


and therefore I ask you, in the great words of the prophet Malachi, y5q 


Have we not all «me father? Hath not one God created us? Why do 
we deal treacherous'y every man against his brother, profaning the 
covenant of our fathers?” May this burning question impinge on our 
conscience, and give us matter for reflection on this Day of Atonement |

AN APPEAL 


We, the Jewish members of the ABERAVON and PORT TALBOT 
HEBREW CONGREGATION appeal to our brethren throughout Great 
Britain for their kind support of our worthy cause. We are desirous of 
bringing the following facts to the natice of the public. Nineteen years ago we & 
formed ourselves into a congregation with seven families. . The only 
| place of worship we had was one small room up till four-and-a-half years ago, 

when we were forced to build.a place of worship and school rooms to educate 
our children in the Jewish faith. These cost us £1,660, part of which we 
subscribed among ourselves. For many years we have been very heavily 
taxed to pay bank interest on the sum that was still left owing. Through 
the efforts of several of our members, this debt has now been reduced to the 
amount of £780. We are not a rich community and every member is taxed 
very heavily, so that the burden of this debt is a great strain upon us. We — 
find its payment an utter impossibility without appealing for outside help. 
| We have only twenty-two members with thirty-five children ; we employ 
a Shochet, likewise a teacher, affiliated to Swansea; also we have a repre- 
sentative on the Board of Deputies, and our weekly income is barely sufficient 
to pay our expenditure, besides paying off this heavy debt. We have had the 
kind sympathy, sanction, and support of our Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, and by 
his advice, we have issued this appeal. We trust that our co-religionists will 
help a struggling and hard-pressed small congregation in its difficulties. We 
therefore appeal to you in the name of Judaism to come to our help and 
however small the donation given us may be, we shall be extremely grateful 
to you for it. |

—@HE United Synagogue has always made it its proud boas® 
that it is not merely an organisation which provides 
facilities for public worship, but that it carries on a vast 
amountof social and philanthropic work for the benefitofthe 

community. The visitation of hospitals, the provision of Maizoth 
for the poor, the work for discharged prisoners, are instances :n 
point. Much of its social work is now 
carried on by its Welfare Committee, 
which has recently been reorganised 
and widened in its scope to include a 
number of experienced workers, includ. 
ing several ladies, not necessarily 
members of the Council. Mr. Ernest 
Lesser has been elected Chairman of 
the re-constituted Committee, and in an 
interview with a representative of the 
Jewish Chronicle has given an account 
of its present activities. 


FOR MOURNERS. 


“The name of the Welfare Com- 
mittee,” said Mr. Lesser, “does, not 
fully indicate the wide scope of its 
work under the new scheme adopted 
by the Council last November.

“Another important function of the Committee,” said Mr. Lesser, 


*ig to arrange for special services on the High Festivals for both adults 


and children. Everybody is more or less aware of the great free services 


held on New Year and the Day of Atonement at the Great Assembly Hall, 
where accommodation is provided for as many as ten thousand worshippers 
of both sexes, and this vast congregation presents a very impressive 
spectacle. Services for children are arrauged at about twenty different 
centres. This involves a considerable amount of organisation, which ig 
successfully carried out by the Rev. B. N. Michelson, one of our Ministers. 
Most of these services are held at the East End Council Schools, but some 
are held also at the Borough Jewish Schools and the Westminster Jews’ 
Free School. A big service for adultsis held atthe Jews’ Free School, and 
one at the Chenies Street Drill Hall, where a small charge is made. The 
latter is organised by the Central Synagogue. We also arranged a 
service this year at the Brady Street Club for club boys. This was con.- 
ducted by the Rev. David Hirsch, another of our Ministers, and was 
attended by over two hundred boys. 


“TI attach even greater importance to the regular Sabbath services 
arranged under the auspices of the Committee. Fortnightly services for 
children.are at present held during the autumn and winter months at 
the Great Synagogue and the Hambro’ Synagogue, and we also subsidise 
_ Friday evening services at the East London Synagogue. 
anxious that these children’s services should be held every Sabbath 


get the numbers we should. We are in touch with ths

THE ADOLESCENT GIRL, 


“One of the matters which is at preseut engaging our special 
attention is the fact that apparently so little is done to meet 
the religious meeds of the adolescent girl. In the East End 
Synagogue the young girl is conspicuous by her absence. 
I have asked the lady members of our Committee to investigate 
this question and submit recommendations to the Committee. There can 
be no doubt that there has been a certain falling-off in the standard of 
conduct of the young Jewish girl, and it is distressing to note the degene-. 
ration from the high standard to which we were accustomed in former 


years. The war may be parily responsible, but the problem is one which 
on ita religious side should engage our attention. 


ADVISORY CENTRES,

Let There be Light. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 
Specially written for the ‘Jewish Chronicle.” 


Let there be light.’ —Genesis i., 3. 

In a few days we shall be reading these.words. The chapter in 
which they occur may be regarded as an Ode to Creation and the Creator, 
and not as a scientific account of the order of creation, From a scientific 
point of view it presents many irreconcilable difficulties. It is impossible | 
to explain satisfactorily how light could have existed on the first day of 
the creation, when the sun was not made till the fourth day. Some 
exegetists assert that the light which existed. asa consequence of God's 
first command, “ Let there be light,” differed feom the light with which 
we are familiar since the appearance of the sun in space. Needless to 
assert, this explanation does not explain, as we are all accustomed to 


- regard the sun as the source of light. Itis also difficult to explain how 


the vegetation created on the third day could have existed before the 
sun which appeared later. If these chapters are to be taken literally wo 
are led to believe by some that man was created perfect, yet these same 
chapters indicate that it was only after the act of disobedience, the eating 
of the forbidden fruit, that he became like a god, “knowing good and 
evil.” Fortunately we are not compelled toaccept a literal interpretation 
of these Scriptural passages. Those in authority among us have seldom 


hesitated to regard these as allegories, as sublime poetry; as Semitic — 


legends which Israel simply adapted from Babylonian parallels, _ | 
What are we to seek in these opening chapters of Genesis? For the 
moral teachings contained therein, and these are not hard to find. In 
the first place the opening chapter of our Bible differs from that of othox 
Bibles, in that it does nob give us a genealogy of God. It does not tell us, 
like the first chapter of the book of Matthew, who were the father and 
mother of God, who were the ancestors of God. It opens with the state- 
ment that God is the Creator of the world, and that He created the world 
in the beginning. God was not created, but He created everything else. 
Again, the opening chapter of Genesis teaches us the common brother: 
hood of all men, telling us that the entire human family is descended 
from one pair of ancestors. We are all the children of Adam, and Adam 
is the child of God. We are likewise taught the divinity of. man, not 
the divinity of any one man. And again that the forces of mature are 
the servants of man, and not his masters. Man was told to “subduethe 

earth.” 
- And what is the teaching of the first, “Lat there be light?” It 


. means that where there has been chaos in the moral world, darkuess in 


the earth, it shall be replaced by light, truth, and progress. From it we 

may infer that matters will mend, things will improve, conditions will. 
become better, however unsatisfactory they may have been hitherto. It 

is the principle of hops—hope for progress. Take away this hopo that 

to-morrow must be better than to-day, that this year will be better than 

last year, take away from man the aspiration that the Promised Land 

lies before him, and not behind him, and you rob him of everything worth 

living for. Thess opening words of Gonesis teach us Hope and Faith—- 

hope in God and faith in man. Many men look back to a Golden Ago 
which existed in the past. Judaism teaches us to look forward to a 
Golden Age in the future. Only Israel has nursed this hope—haa 
taught men to look forward and not backward. When other peoples 
believed that the limits of human progress had been reached, Israel was 
looking forward to the Messianic Age, which it: placed in the fullness | 
of time. And Israel assured humanity that that era would yet 
dawn for mankind, and that its distinguishing features would be the 
abolition of war and the brutal implements of warfare, the introduction 
of universal peace, the universal spread of the knowledge of God, the 
world-wide worship of one Father of all men, the advent of the reign of 
justico and equity. A period marked by these characteristics, Israel - 
claims, has not yet dawned on earth—the popular theology to the contrary 
notwithstanding—the Messiah promised to Israel has not yet appeared. 
But we cherish in our hearts, as strongly as ever did our fathers, the hope 
that the Messiah will yet come, thatthe Golden age will yet dawn. This 

is no idle dream ; there does lie ahead of the human race a period of light 
and life and joy. We are stillin the twilight of moral development, but 
we shall yet come into the light. There are enough shadows existing to- 
day to give us pause. War is still waged, persecution is still resorted to, 
sectarian bitterness manifests itself, men hate one another because of 
religion—or rather because they have no religion. But this must give u9 
cause for pessimism. In spite of everything that we would have other: 
wise, the world ts better off to day than it ever was. There is progress 
all aiong the line. The other day the League of Nations set itself at the 
head of a body of public opinion, and war was prevented. The material 
progress of the past hundred years has been prodigious. A beggar to-day 
has access to more than a king had a thousand years ago. Public 


libraries, art galleries, clubs—are thoy not signs of progress? Lllustra- 


tions of the fiat of the text, “ Let there be light.” And at the same time 


the world is growing morally, for all that may appear to the contrary. 
“Are we better than our fathers?” Yes, we are. There is more justice 


and kindness in the world than ever there was, more self-control, more 


self-reverence, Abuses are constantly swept away, aud the world ts 
making slow progress, ever towards the light.

Conference of Anti-Semitic Association. 


The authorities have discovered a plot on the part of the Rumanian 
Fascisti organisation to carry out a cowp d’état against the Government, 


‘Phe police are in possession of documents which show that the Fascisti 


organisation has wide ramifications, not only throughout Rumania, but 
that it isalso allied with the notorious “ Consul” organisation in Germany, 


which supplies it with funds, There is also a close contact between the 


Fascisti and the organisation under Professor Cuza, which has a repre- 
sentative in the Fascisti Council. Together with the move against the 
Government if was intended to carry out a wholesale massacre of the 
Jews in Rumania, Yom Kippur being fixed for this purpose. Mr. 
Florescu, the Minister for Justice, has proceeded to Transylvania to con- 
sult with the Security Police regarding what measures to take against the 
Fascisti. Mr, Anghelescu, the Minister for Education, and Mr, Mousion, 
the Minister for Communications, who are known to be friendly to 
Professor Cuza, have been endeavouring to whitewash him in the 
Cabinet. The Premier, Mr, Bratianu, and Mr. Florescu, however, refuse 
to accept their assurances of his innocence. Important developments 
are expected, Eight generals are reported to have been arrested in 
connection with the plot. 

Professor Cuza, the leader of the anti-Semitic organisation in 
Rumania, and his chief assistant, Professor Codreanu, have issued a pro- 
Glamation calling for a conference of the prohibited. Christian National 
Association, to be held at Czernowitz. The Jewish population of 
Bukovina is in a state of panic, and the Government has been petitioned 
to forbid the holding of the Congress. Already the province is flooded 
with pogrom proclamations, which declare that there are eight thousand 
members of an organised anti-Jewish militia, who will be coming to 
Bukovina for the Congress, to wipe out the whole of the Jewish popula- 
tion, after which they will extend the efforts in a similar direction 
throughout the whole of Rumania. Professor Cuza has now arrived in 
Ozernowitz. An order has been issued to the Chief of Police of Bukovina 
instructing him to take whatever measures may be necessary to prevent 
the Congress being held. | | 

Professor Codreanu, organiser of the latest anti-Jewish excesses at 
the Rumanian universities, who was arrested a short time ago for leading 
the attacks at Jassy, has been released, and has left for Vienna to make 
representations to the anti-Semitic headquarters, He will then proceed 


to Paris to obtain the aid of the French anti-Semites in the campaign 


against the Jows in Rumania. 

The Rumanian Cabinet has decided to approve the expulsion order 
against the refuges, issued by the Minister for the Interior, under which 
all refugees must be out of the province by November lst.—Jewish 
Correspondence Bureau.

Police Attack Jews at Radomsk.

The director, Mr. Urbain Gohier, was the publisher of the French 
edition of the “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion.”

CCV.—" L’Allegro” or “Il Penseroso” ? 
My DEAR COUSIN, 


At this timo of year I turn to the Book of Kobeleth, and I always 
read it with pleasure. According to tradition the Book should be read 
publicly in synagogue cither on the Sabbath of the Succoth week or on 
the eighth day of the Festival. The theory iv, as our preachers gencrally 
tell us, that the reading should serve as a kind of cold douche. Succoth 
is the Festival of rejoicing. Butin the midst of our joy it is necessary, 


so we are taught, to be reminded that joy is fleeting and that in the long 
run “all is vanity.” 


Koheéleth was chosen for this purpose because from of old the purport 
of the Book was held to be pessimistic. The writer dwells on the sadness 
and transitoriness of life, What is the good of anything? he asks 

‘throughout. All passes; nothing satisfies. The whole of life is one long 
monotony. Even pleasure palls. The conciusion would seem to be that 
the best thing a man can do is to withdraw from life altogether. Possibly 
the writer’s ideal was monastic asceticism. St. Jerome actually used the 
‘book for the propagation of this ideal. | 

But such an ideal is contrary to Judaism. How, then, did the Book 

- come to be included among the Books of the Bible? This isan old ques- 
tion, and the answer generally was that, in the first place, King Solomon 
was its alleged author, and, in the second place, it was a case of all’s 
well that ends well. The Book may be pessimistic in tone, it was argued, 
but consider how it ends: “ This is the conclusion of the matter: fear God 

and keep his commandments—for this is the whole duty of man.” Such 


sound religious advice made up apparently for many other blemishes, | 


and it is in this spirit that the Book has been regarded down to our own 

But is the problem quite so simple? What evidence is there, for 
example, that Koheleth was King Solomon? There is, indeed, reference 
to a King in the Book itself, but King Solomon is not mentioned. “I 
Koheleth was King over Israel in Jerusalem.” The word Kohelcth is not 
plain. It has been interpreted as meaning a preacher in an assembly: 
hence the title Ecclesiastes. But altogether satisfactory this can hardly 
be said to be. Then, again, when one has read right through the Book, it 
- comes as something of a surprise to meet with the advice at the end— 

“Fear God.” There appears to be some contradiction. But this is not 
the only one. The Book 1g full of them; Abraham Ibn Ezra collected a 
goodly number. If Koheleth is a pessimist in parts of the Book, if he is 
* 1] Penseroso,” banishing joy, welcoming melancholy, dwelling far from 


all resort of mirth, he gives the impression also of being a man who loves 


life and all that it offers. He is “ L’Allegro,” fond of heart-easing mirth, 
of jest and youthful jollity, of quips and cranks and wanton wiles. “Go 
thy way, eat thy bread with joy and drink thy wine with a merry heart”; 
_ “rejoice, O young man, in thy youth, and let thy heart cheer thee in the 
days of thy youth.” ee | | | 

All this is puzzling, and commentators have not found it easy to 
furnish a solution to the difficulties of Koheleth. Perhaps the very 
elusiveness of the author’s real meaning has proved an attraction to his 


readers. Where there is so much that is not plain, every man could 


formulate an opinion of his own. Some have looked upon Koheleth as a 
wise ascetic; others have found in his words support for a philosophy of 
life which expresses itself in getting the most out of everything, in 
saying, “ Let us eat and drink for to-morrow we die.” Some commenta- 
tors have suggested that the Book is really a Dialogue between a Jew and 

Greek philosopher, or between a man ofaction and a man of thought. 
Others have put forward the theory that the author merely collected 
miscellaneous sayings of his time, and that therefore the Book is a sort of 

note book of reflections on life. | 

I confess that of all the explanations I have studied, that of Graetz 
appeals to me most. The historian of the Jews attempted to place the

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; Book in its proper historical environment, and he makes the suggestion

that it was the work of a Jewish satirist who lived under King Herod 
(37-4 B.c.). There are unquestionably in the Book many dark hints about 
a tyrant king who appears tq have been hated, a king whose nobles belonged 
to the class of the new rich, but who were really slaves raised to power, 
men who rode on horses, whereas the true nobility of the land walked on 
foot like slaves. The hand of King Herod weighed heavily on his subjects, 
and the younger men especially gave way to melancholy. Ironically the 
writer of Koheleth put into the mouth of the King (Herod) his disap. 
appointment with his life and achievements, He had had all things ta 
enjoy— wealth, music, the dance; he had built grand structures and laid 
out gardens and vineyards—his love of magnificence was proverbial; 
bundreds of servants ministered to his whims. Yet of what avail had all 
his pleasures been? He was a disappointed man in the end, hated of 
his subjects, hating himself. It is related that the Emperor Augustus, 
who knew the King of Judea, once remarked: “1’d sooner be Herod’s 
pig than hisson!” His end was pitiful; he suffered from a loathsome 
disease which wracked his body with pain. Cruel, self-indulgent, 
vindictive, with a ready ear for the word of the spy, a bad husband, a 
bad father—such was Herod, and his rule brought many Jews to distrac- 
tion. Itis his reign that is darkly mirrored in the pages of Koheleth, 
for the writer dared not speak openly. ‘Curso not the King, no, not in 
thy thought; and curse not the rich in thy bedchamber: for a bird of the 


air shall carry the voice and that which hath wings shall tell the matter.” 


As a piece of general advice this passage is arguable; as referring to King 
Herod and his court, it is most apropos. The writer therefore had 
perforce to be circumspect in his language, and what he says about kingg 
is merely a satire on Herod and his sycophants. | | | 
But he does more. He attempts to hearten his countrymen not to 
despair. Herod’s rule had driven joy from the heart of youth, which 
turned away from life in disgust. Kobeleth appeals to the young, urging 
that even tyranny was God’s work, and that it was not true to say 
that tyranny was unprecedented. There is nothing new under the sun, 
since for all things there is a time. Tyrannies there had been, and 
tyrannies there would be again. He urged them to remember that no 
matter how bitter the sufferings of the present, life would not cease. 
“ One generation goeth and another cometh, but the earth abideth for ever.” 
Nor are melancholy thoughts of much use: “that whichis crocked cannot 
be made straight.” Musing on the present discontents must have become 
a great evil, leading to the neglect of the ordinary work of life, leading 
even to carelessness in personal attire. Koheleth admonishes his con- 
temporaries to eat their bread with joy and drink their wine with a merry 
heart. “Let thy garments be always white, and let not thy head lack 
ointment.” To enjoy life is a gift of God, and labour brings sound sleep; 
“Sweet is the sleep of the labouring man.” Koheleth satirises constant 
pessimistic rumination which only leads to greater discontent; he 
quotes the sayings which must have been current in his day—“ better the 
day of death than the day of birth”; “ better to go to the house of mourn- 
ing than to the house of feasting”; “ sorrow is better than laughter,” and 
80 on, and he ends by saying, “all this, too, is vanity!” What does he 


- recommend? Participation in life, the joy of youth, the blessings of 


family life; in a word, activities in this life, for the next life is uncertain, 
It must have been a comfort to the discontented of the reign of Herod that 
if the world then was unbearable, the hereafter would provide recom: 
pense. By no means, cries Koheleth, “that which befalleth the sons of 
men befalleth the beasts . . . as the one dieth, so dieth the other, 
- » « All go unto one place, all are of the dust and all turn to dust 


again.” Apparently Koheleth knew nothing of the belief in immortality, 
which arose among Jews at a later date. : . 


Graetz suggests that the Book ended as it commenced—at the eighth — 
verse of the twelfth chapter. The next two verses were added by a later 
scribe; they do sound somewhat foreign to the rest of the Book. Finally, 
as to the last four verses of the Book, Graetz quotes Nachman Krochmal | 
for the explanation that they refer not to the Book of Koheleth but to the 
whole of the Kethubim in which Koheleth stood last, | 


The Book is thus a political pamphlet, which might bo termed 
“Religious Thoughts of an Optimist on our Present Discontents.” 
Where the writer paints a black picture, he is depicting conditions in 
Palestine when Herod was King. But these appear to be incidental; hig 
main theme is to give strength and'comfort to those who were in despair; 
and his message may be written down as thoroughly Jewish.

Christian Scientist’s Death. 
LIFE THAT MIGHT HAVE BEEN SAVED. 


An inquest was held at Hampstead, on Wednesday, by Sir W, 
Schroder, on Miss Sara Whitehill, aged 45, of Goldhawk Terrace, N.W., 
who had complained of a chill through getting wet, and who suddenty 
collapsed and died on Sunday before the arrival of a doctor, 

Miss Lily Whitehill, a sister of the dead woman, said that her sister 
had been a Christian Scientist for twenty years, and adhered to her 


belief to the end of her life. She suffered periodically, and when ill was. 


attended by ‘faith healers,” who prayed with her. Her sister believed 
in the efficacy of prayer, refused to see a doctor when ill, and had not taken’ 
any medicine for many years. Alluding to the “faith healers” who 
attended her sister, witness said that she was not blaming individuals, 


she was condemning the pernicious teachings of the Christian Science | 


healers as a body. 

Mrs, Marian Graham, deceased's landlady, stated that when a doctor 
was proposed Miss Whitehill said that she was having “help,” adding 
that she was a Christian Scientist. Mrs. Constance Johnson, a Christian’ 


Science practitioner, said that when she visited Miss Whitehill she gave™ 


her ‘treatment by prayer.” Miss Whitehill was unhappy in consequence 


of the opposition of her family to her religious beliefs. Dr. Pritchard 


said that death was due to syncope from bronchial pneumonia while 
deceased was suffering from disease of the heart. 


The Coroner, in summing up, observed that the case might have pre- 


‘sented a more serious aspect if the deceased had not been in the full 


possession of her mental powers, or had been under the control of another 
person. He had not the slightest hesitation in saying it would have been 
much better if a doctor had been called in to the case. He recorded a 
verdict of ‘Death from natural causes.”

The Outbreak in Transjordania. 
COLONIAL OFFICE STATEM! NT. 


~The Colonial Office has issued the following official statement, from | 


Bir Gilbert Clayton, in connection with the recent rising in Transjordania : 

The Adwan tribe has been causing considerable trouble tothe Trans- 
jordan Government. The matter reached a head when Sultan Adwan, 
gathering a large force of fighting men, and defying the authority of the 
Transjordan Government, became openly hostile, thus creating a serious 
situation. 


On September 15th an ultimatum was sent to Sultan Adwan, 


demanding his submission within forty-eight hours, failing which the 
Transjordan forces would act against him. This course was recommended 


by the chief British representative and approved by me, with the con- 
currence of the General Officer Commanding, who first visited Amman to 
study the situation personally. ; 

Sultan Adwan cut the road and telephonic communications on 
Beptember 16th between Es Salt and Amman, holding up all traffic, and 
thereby precipitating action. 

Transjordan forces were despatched to the epot, dispersing 
the tribesmen in full retreat. One of the Adwan Sheikhs and 
about thirty tribesmen were killed. There were no casualties in the 
Transjordan forces. Aeroplanes co-operated, but they did not bomb*or 


fire. The Royal Air Force bad one airman slightly wounded. This action | 


has probably ended the troubles. 


The Jewish Agency.

The Beth el Makdes, a Palestine Arab journal, recently published the 
following, in reference to the new “ mixed” Jewish Agency : 


Let not the Palestine population think, on seeing numerous Jews leaving 
the country owing to the crisis, that the Zionists are despairing, or that their 
rogramme is being modified. Their endeavours at the recent Congress in 
arilsbad to introduce non-Zionists into the Agency is to be considered a strong 
support of their programme, for instead of the Zionist Executive receiving 
thousands of pounds from its followers, it is now going to receive millions of 
unds from the Jews all over the world. Andas money is, after all, the chief 
actor in this world, the Jewish Agency will, with the increased funds, do mor 
than the Zionist Executive was ever able to do. : 
To unite the will of all Jews (the article concludes) there will be a Wor!d 
Congress to lay down the foundation of assistance and union. In reality, we, 
the Arabs, need such a Congress badly. And if we wish to remedy the evil 
threatening us, the leaders of our national movement must try to convoke such 
a Congress here, which would take measures to arrange an opposition movement 
that will protect our interests and will be able to face our strong enemy. 


= Palestine Educational Budget. 
REDUCTIONS IN EXPENDITURE. 


Within the first week of the New Year, the Zionist Executive has 
carried out its first reduction in its educational expenditure, by closing 
down the school at Tiberias, which has existed there for several years. 


_ During the past year, 5683, two schools were closed down at Kfar Uriah 


(Judea) and at Poriah (Lower Galilee). | 

In 5631, the Zionist Organisation granted a sum of £108,281 for 
educational purposes in Palestine. At the end of the year there was a 
deficit of £3,831. .The budget for 5682 was fixed by the Twelfth Congress 
at £100,000, and the deficit was carried forward. Economies had to be 
effected, but the deficit again remained outstanding. The expenditure in 
5683 was brought down to £87,474, but the deficit was not cleared off. 

The Government of Palestine regards the Jewish schools as private 
institutions, and grants them only a small subsidy, similar to that granted 
to other private schools in the country. 
amounted to £E2,675, and in 5682 if was £E2,379. 


The burden of main- 
tenance thus falls on the Zionist Organisation.

BARON EDMOND DE ROTHSCHILD AND PALESTINE. 


In the course of an interview with Mr. A. Goldberg, Baron Edmond 
de Rothschild has given indications of his intentions in regard to future 
work in Palestine. Instead of subsidising the Palestine work of the Ica, 
he is organising a new body, the Palestine Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion (to be known as the “ Pica”), which will carry on the work. The 
“Pica” will undertake collections in all countries, and will be responsible 
to the subscribers for various enterprises in Palestine. The “Pica” will 
not compete with the Keren Hayesod, since it will appeal only to the 
wealthy Jews to participate in extensive undertakings. Baron Edmond 
expressed the hope that his son, Mr. James de Rothschild, would accept 
the leadership of the new association. It was desirable that the “Pica” 
should begin the work of building a port in Palestine. New industrial 
schemes were necessary, and the “ Pica” would assist such enterprises. 

Regarding the political situation, the Baron declared that he was 
very satisfied with the policy of conciliation pursued by Sir Herbert — 

Samuel. The National Home would enable them to develop their spirit, 

and they must abstain from quarrelling about material supremacy. The 

Jews would conquer by the spirit. Baron de Rothschild declared that 

his association with Palestine wasareligiousone. He regretted that the

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sir,—In many synagogues, I understand, offerings have been given 
case, synagogue cfficials asked to have this money transferred to the 
during the recent High Holy Days for the sufferersin the Ukraine. Inone 
“Agudah.” They alleged that the Orthodox Jews do not receive a fair 
Bhare of the relief sent by the Federation. Such statements are, I 
consider, based on intolerance. Apart from this, such statements are 
untrue, and the attempt to transfer the money was not justified. The 

report of the Pederation of Ukrainian Jews shows that their relief funds 
are administered by local relief committees, many of which contain local 
Rabbis. There is no investigation as to the orthodoxy of those in need 
and no preference on account of orthodoxy or heterodoxy. 

Oxue further consideration—the “Agudah” has, I believe, no organisa- 
tion in the Ukraine, and could not well undertake the work of relief in 
that countty. Moreover, by sending money collected in England to the 
“Agudah” in Germany, a certain overlapping of relief work must be 
produced. We all desire to avoid overlapping.

The ceremony of naming a bed endowed by the Manchester Shechita 
Board was held on Sunday last. The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoresgs 
were present. They were received on their arrival by Mr. N. Laski, J.P., 
and Mrs. Laski. A detachment of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade acted as 
a guard of honour. The guests were shown through the Hospital by the 
Chairman. They expressed their pleasure at the satisfactory arrange. 
ments made for the comforts of the patients. Afternoon service and 


Psalm xli were recited by the Rev. B. Rodrigues-Pereira, B.A. An 


address was given by Rabbi Dr. Salomon, of which the following is an 
abstract : 

The amiable spirit of our holy religion appears in its highest form, 
in the care it has taken to enforce on man the social duties of life. That 
warmth and kindness of heart, which lead man to feel for his suffering 


brethren was taught them by the words of Scripture, “ love thy neighbour 
‘as thyself.” Love and charity were the comforter of the afflicted, the 


protector of the oppressed, the reconciler of differences, the intercessor 
for offenders. It was the soul of social life.’ It was like the dew of 


_ Hermon, said the Psalmist, that descendeth on the mountains of Zion, 


where the Lord commanded the blessing, even life for evermore, 


For God’s wonderful creation, good health alone was the 


quickener of the highest ideals of life, causing them to bud, 
blossom, and to bear rich fruits, while bad health was the black 
cloud, that veils the bright firmament of cheerfulness and hope, 
What avail.were those gifts which mankind strove for—wealth, honour, | 
even knowledge, if not accompanied by the greatest treasure—health— 

and yet they forgot and ignored the value of that great gift? It was with 
pride that they pointed to their palatial Jewish Victoria Hospital, which, 
without distinction of creed, tried its best to instil new life into the 
frames broken down by illness. But people in general did not much 


- approve of private charity, they rightly preferred that charity should 


flow like the streams and rivers, and be distributed. If money went to 
the public, people were certain that it would benefit everyone .who 


stood in need of it. The bed they were consecrating was the gift of 
the Shechita Board, and was an illustration of what he had said. 


‘Theincome of the Board was derived from all sections of the community, 
and in endowing that bed it distributed some. of its income to benefit the 
hospital. In that, the Board had been but an inetrument -acting 
uapon.aninfiuence that had been potent for good for suffering humanity. 
1t could bave been doné long since, but had to wait until a sew spirit 
had permeated the Board, which now took a broader view of its obligations 
and duties towards the public. In order to fulfil the noble and most 
humane object of such an institution, it must not stand year by year 
begging at our doors, hampered and impeded by want of funds. — ue 
The unveiling of the tablet in the male ward recording the endow- 
ment of a bed by the Shechita Board was performed by the President, 
Mr. Isaac Cansino. He said that the Board was actuated by two 
motives in making that gift—the first, that it was a Jewish hospital ; and, 
secondly, that it made no distinction of creed. se 
Councillor Watson made an appeal for the Lord Mayor’s Two 
Million Shilling.

The Hospital to-day had grown to such an extent 
that its income was about £6,000 and its expenditure nearly £8,000.

‘Hospital and its wards. 


Sir Edwin Stockton, M.P., proposed a vote of thanks to the Lord 
Mayor and Lady Mayoress. He saidthat the Lord Mayor and the Jewish 


- community had sbown sympathy in their support of hospitals in the city. 


Mr. N. Laski, J.P., thanked the Shechita Board for its gift of a sum 
to endew a bed. The hospital contained twenty-one women’s, sixteen 
men’s, and two children’s beds, but it had not yet the necessary accom- 
modation for nurses. Their hospital was the third largest general one in 
that city. He thanked the Lord Mayor and the Lady Mayoregs for their 
visit. ‘The Jewish community was under a deep obligation to them for 
their invariable kindness; sympathy, and encouragement. | 

Lhe Lord Mayor expressed his pleasure at being present on that 
occasion. The Jewish community had a fine record of welllooking after 
their own poor and their own sick ones. There was nothing parochial 
about them,their doors were open to all, irrespective of creed. He well 
remembered his visi$ to the Jewish Soup Kitchen, and saw there a crowd 
of hungry persons outside, all of whom wero fed, of whatever race or

The Shechita Crisis. 


From Rabbi N. Sinson. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


§1R,—The somewhat partial version of the “Shechita Crisis in 
Leeds” by your correspondent in your last week’s issue cannot be left 
unchallenged. Evidently he has either wholly misconstrued the facts, 
or he is entirely ignorant of the circumstances leading up to the 
present crisis. 


When the Board of Shechita was established, I entered the Board | 


with my congregation (one of the oldest in Leeds), my Shochet, and my 
butchers, with the sole understanding that it tended towards the 
unification of the whole Jewish community. On the establishment of 
the Board, the Jewish Burial Ground Society immediately brought over 
a Shochet, in spite of the fact that this was absolutely forbidden in a 
general memorandum issued by all the Rabbanim of England. The Society 
went a step further, and brought over a Rav to sanction the Shochet, 
Hence an opposition arose, and neither the Board nor the Beth Din made 
' apy protest. In the course of time this opposition became stronger, 
owing to the fact that many members of the other congregations and 
Chevrath were beginning to purchase meat from it. The butchers rightly 
perceived that the Board existed merely in name alone, and it owed its 
existence during the war only to the fact that the system of rationing 
was in vogue. 

And mark the irony of the situation! Not merely did the members 
of the Chevrath and congregations begin to support the opposition, but 
the representatives of the congregations delegated to the Board (who 
were ever eager to pass judgment upon the butchers), even they purchase 
meat from the opposition, with the result that two Boards are at present 
in existence in Leeds. 

Reference was made to the local Beth Din. I might add that in 
effect there is no Beth Din in existence, for the last Rabbi who entered 
has wrongly taken upon himself to pass judgment privately upon City 
matters, leaving the so-called Beth Din to deal with trifling affairs. The 
Beth Din. therefore, only remained as a safeguard to supplement the 
perilous position of the Board. } 


Concerning your correspondent’s reference to the need for sanctioning — 


the appointment of any Shochet by the London Beth Din, I might add 
that for a period of twenty-five years no old congregation in Leeds has 
ever sent a Shochet to be sanctioned by the London Beth Din, and 
Shochetim have been appointed to the Leeds Board by the individual 
Rabbis without the other Rabbis’ consent or authority. 

In conclusion I might add that the shochet of my congregtion having 
resigned, I have absolute jurisdiction in appointing another in his stead, 
and there being now no Board (i.¢., n0 unity) I prefer remaining as before.

Adon Olam, the National 
Anthem, and the sounding of the “ Last Post” brought the ceremony toa 
close. 

The proceedings were continued at the Mechanics Hall in the evening. 
Mr. M. Appleby, the President, who was in the Chair, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the Mayor and Mayoress, said that he was pleased to add 
that out of 200 Jewish families 131 lads went forth to battle, nine making 
the supreme sacrifice. The Mayor said that he was very pleased that 
they had decided upon a tablet as their form of memorial to the fallen. 
He preferred something which would appeal to the souls of persons, 
rather than a memorial which would appeal! to their material and bodily 
comforts, It reflected the highest credit upon the Jewish community of 
Nottingham that out of 200 families associated with their congregation, 
131 lads had joined the forces. The Rey. A. Schloss responded for the 
bereaved relatives, and Capt. J.8. Levene responded for the troops. Mr. 
H. King proposed “The Visitors,” to which the Rev. Michae! Adler.

“The Origin of Anti-Semitism ?” 


From Miss Regina Miriam Bloch. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—A letter I recently recelved from that deep and original 
thinker, the Hon. Sir John A, Cockburn, K.C.M.G., M.D., raises points of 


interest which I feel it would be unfair to keep in selfish silence. Sir 
John wrote as follows: 


By the way, I have at last hit on the original reason of hatred against the 
Jews. Under Roman law, debts were inexorable and entailed practical slavery, 
but the Jews had their Jubilee, and periodically reinstated the dispossessed to 
their former property. The Sabbath, too, being ordained by divine sanction, 
was a weekly holy day. Geddes, in his preface to ‘‘The Translation of the 
Bible,’’ is audacious enough to say that ‘‘ the Hebrew historiographer invented 
the Hexahemeron, or six days’ creation, to enforce more strongly the observance 
of the Sabbath.”’ Be this theory as it may, my own political experience brought 


me face to face with the persecution which those who desire to restore the 


disinherited have to encounter. Josephus says that ‘* Jubilee ‘’ meang 
‘‘Liberty.’’. But more of this avon. It is a fertile subject, and you might 
confer a great boon by dipping your pen into it. : 


I fear I shall keep Sir John to “ more of this anon,” like the literary 


_ Oliver Twist it is my mixed fortune to be! Meanwhile, may I appeal to 
your learned readers to discuss this fascinating subject? That erudite 


scholar, Haham Dr. Moses Gaster, or the Rev. Dr..A. Cohen, of Birming- 
ham, who is also so versed in origins, might throw much light upon 4a 
problem of this kind. Naturally, the anti-Semitic persecution our people 


suffered under the Roman Emperors is pic:ured clearly by the lives and - 


legends of our martyred sages and Rabbis, to quote only the exiled Rabbi 
Simeon Ben Yohai, or Rabbi Chanina Ben Teradjon, as two solitary 
instances to give ®@ int to the argument.

“Hassan.’’ 

“ Hassan,” the late James Elroy Flecker’s poetic prose play, has had 
to wait several years for adequate stage representation. As produced 
at His Majesty's on Thursday of last week, the long delay was well 
worth while. Arranged for the stage by Mr. Basil Dean, “Hassan” is. a 
production of astonishing beauty. Very great care has been lavished on 
- geonery and effects, but nothing would be further from the truth than to 
describe the play as a “spectacle”—a mere vulgar display like “Chu 
Chin Chow.” The essential difference lies in this—“ Hassan” is an 
artistic whole, complete and satisfying. The scenery is beautiful, but it 
is never more than a background to the play. The music, by Frederick’ 
Delius, is extremely effective ; but it is utilised only for the purpose of 
eroating the right atmosphere, and is subordinated to the drama itself. 
Fortbermore. the actors, although forming one of the strongest casts 
seen on the London stage for a considerable time, are in no way indi- 
vidualistic; there ara no “stars” and no “supers ”—each contributes his 
or ber share to the great work which is “ Hassan.” 

Much has been written of the “brutality” of the play, but it is a. 
little difficult to understand the ground of this objection. Firstly, there 
innate brutality—or rather, perhaps, arefined cruelty—characteristic 
of the local and the period, and to portray Bagdad without it would give 
gp incomplete, and therefore untrue, picture of the East. Secondly, the 
whole trend of the play lies in the tragedy of Hassan, the confectioner 
(the only character in the play with a Western psychology), who is & 
persistent seeker after beauty, and is perpetually revolted by the cruelty 
of the world around him. “ Hassan,” in fact, is, in one of its aspects, a 
_ gtudy in Saidism ; and even the Procession of Protracted Death is not 
without a strange and perverted beauty. 

The cast is in all respects worthy of the play. Mr. Henry Ainley | 
makes a pitiful and appealing figure of Hassan, the idealist; and Mr. 
Malcolm Keen gives a wonderful study of the cultured barbarian Caliph. 
‘There are too many excellent performances to be described in detail, but 
mention must be made of Miss Cathleen Nesbitt as Yasmin, a lady whose 
character is accurately described by Hassan in an Anglo-Saxon mono- 
gyllable; Mr. Basil Gill and Miss Laura Cowie, as Rafi and Pervaneh, 
the lovers who suffer torture; Mr. Leon Quartermaine as Ishak, the 
Caliph’s Minstrel; Mr. Frank Cochrane as Jafar, the Vizier; and Mr. 
Edmund Willard as Maerur, the executioner.
